His counsel was 
with him during the interview and 
confirmed it tonight. 

IAttle effort, said Levinson, is made 
to recruit women of the street. The 
stockades are filled from the host of 
young girls. Well dressed women make 
it a business to frequent cheap res- 


taurants, moving picture theaters and 
the bargain counters to single out such

ADUUT TOBACCO 


'Weed Causes Clash at 


Convention of Physicians

Effort Is Being Made to De- 
cide Whether Prolonged Use 
of Tobacco Means Sudden 
Death --- Doctors Unable to 


Agree. 


Washington, May 4-—Heart special- 
ists from throughout the country who 
are attending the Congress of Ameri- 
can Physicians and Surgeons gathered 
today to discuss whether the pro- 
longed and excessive use of tobacco 
meant “sudden death.” At the close 
of a lengthy debate they were far 
from reaching an agreement as to 
what was the real effect of the use 
of tobacco on the heart. 

Smoking Isfuricus. 

Dr. H. L. Blsner, of Syracuse, N. Y., 
introduced the subject by discussing 
the influence of t@bacco on hyperten- 
sion in the circulatory system. Smok- 
ing in moderate amount by grown 
persons might not be injurious, he 
said, but he expressed a belief that 
smoking was injurious to those who 
had hereditary heart afflictions. 

Dr. Judson Daland, of Philadelphia, 
told of a family of four whose parents 
had died of causes other than angina 
pectoris. Three of the brothers, cigar 
manufacturers, who were compelled to 
smoke more than twenty cigars a day, 
developed angina pectoris, while a sis- 
ter at the age of 52 never had suffer- 
ed from the disease. . 

So far, the anti-tobacco men have 
had the floor. Dr. R. G. Curtin, of 
Philadelphia, rose to stem the 
tide. He told of sixty cases of an- 
gina pectoris In which seven of them 
were female subiects. 

‘“Womerk commonly do not use to- 
bacco,” he said, “although I hear re- 
cently they are taking it up.” 

For Farm Sanatoriums.

Gov. Hughes Still After 
the Race Gamblers. 


He Gets Bill Through Legis- 
lature That Has for Its Ob- 
ject the Abolition of Book- 
making---Directors of Race 


Tracks Made Liable. 


Albany, N. Y., May 4.—By a decisive | 
vote the senate today passed the Ag- 
new’-Perkins anti-oral bookmaking 
bill, which makes the present prohibi- 
tion against bookmaking on race 
tracks apply to such offenses when 
practiced “with or without writing,” 
and also the bil! repealing that sec- 
tion of the law which exempts trustees 
or directors of race tracks from labili- 
ty for permitting gambling at their 


tracks. 

The racing interests have bitterly 
fought the passage of these measures 
and have declared their enactment into 
law would mean the end of horse rac- 
ing in this state. Joseph 8. Auerbach, 
attorney for the Jockey Club, said to- 
night that so far as the oral betting 
bill is concerned its provisions are so 
vague that arrests for betting at race 
tracks probably will continue until 
a test case had been carried to the 
court of appeals and the court has 
ruled as to just what bookmaking is. 

To Stop Bookmaking. 

That the bills are intended to put 
an end to professional bookmaking 
and not horee racing or individual bet- 
ting is the claim of their supporters. 
At any rate the bills -will not affect 
racing this year, as they do not go 
intox.effect until September 1. 

During the debate on the bi¥ mak- 
ing race track directors liable for 
gambling within their grounds, Sena- 
tor Grady found fault with the meas- 
ure because stock gambling was per- 
mitted and accused the republican 
party of favoring brokers, who, he 
said, contributed toe the campaign 
fund. 

“They are the dirty gamblers,” de- 
clared Grady, “who dealt the cards 
behind the doors and yet give you the 
money to carry your elections upon 4 
moral !ssue.” 

Senator Wagner also referred to the 
“Wall street gambler’ and the cam- 
paign fund alluded to by Senator Gra- 
dy. “I sometimes think,” he said, “that 
the Wall street gambler has more 
money than the race track gambler, 
and that he perhaps helps to support 
some members of the legisiatur. 
Maybe this is why I could never get 
my anti-stock gambling bills passed.”

WONDERFUL AIDA SCORES 
TRIUMPH AT AUDITORIUM 


Imagination would refuse to picture 
beforehand the glamor and the beauty 
of last night’s grand opera, even the 
gingers, who are accustomed to the 
brilliance of special nights at the Met- 
ropolitan opera house in New York, 
seeming to feel the thrill which they 
were potent factors in producing, and 
yet finding in it inspiration for still 
more powerful effect. 

The company for thig occasion must 
have made its greatest effort, for not 
only @id they provide a magnificent 
cast, but the staging of “Aida” was 
most elaborate and there has never 
been a more superb spectacle presented 
in Atlanta than “Thebes of the Hun- 
dred Gates” in the third act, when a 
veritable riot of brilliant color and rich 
detail formed delight to the eye as 
varied and brilliant as the music pro- 
vided the ear. 

The triumphal return of Radames 
from the war was the occasion, too, for 
the most effective work of the princi- 
pals. 

Caruso, in whose appearance the 
greatest interest had centered, seemed 
in the early part of the opera to be 
saving himself. “Celeste Aida” in the 
opening scene had been, indeed a thing 
of beauty, but it required no great ef- 
fort. The natural marve] of Caruso’s 
voice is such that a love song. like this

The Bull Dog That

ACK AT HOWARD 


Another Chapter Added 
to Campaign in Eighth. 


Watson Sharply Replkes_ to 
Hartwell Speech of Howard, 
Published in The Constitution. 
Some Salty Statements About 
Howard Made by Watson. 


Editor Constitution: There is some- 
thing that I find miyself utterly un- 
able to understand about Bill How- 
ard’s mental condition. He must, in 
some way, be partially deranged. In 
a formal communication, which he 
handed out to the press three weeks 
ago, and which he took two weeks to 
prepare, he made the deliberate accu- 
sation against me that I was a can- 
didate for the presidency in 1896 
against W. J. Bryan and that I re- 
ceived a sufficiency of votes to defeat 
him. 

Howard charged that I received 
twenty-seven votes as candidate for 
the highest office in the land, and that 
because of these twenty-seven votes 


McKinley was elected. He stated that 
“the election was close;” and that had

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Mr. Bryan received the twenty-seven 
votes which I got, Bryan instead of 
McKinley would have gone to the 
White House. 

A more amazing break was never 
known. How did he come to make it? 
In what manner has he impaired the 
splendid intellect which he once pos- 
sessed? What has gone with his 
memory? How has he lost his man- 
hood and his mental force? 


Not a Candidate for President. 


Even the school children ought to 
know—and most of them do know—. 
that tn 1896 I was candidate for the 
vice presidency upon the Bryan ticket. 
Sewall, of Maine, was also a candidate 
for the vice presidency upon the same 
ticket. The populist nomination was 
secured for Bryan upon the under- 
standing that Sewall was to be re- 
tired, and that I was to become the 
democratic nominee for the second 
place. After the St. Louis convention, 
when the people’s party had indorsed 
the nomination of Bryan and had ad- 
journed, Senator James K, Jones, of 
Arkansas, the chairman of the national 
democratic executive committee, re- 
pudiated the agreement upon which 
Mr. Bryan had secured the indorse- 
ment of our party, declared that the 
western populists would not voéte for 
Bryan anyhow. and that the southern 
populists might go to the negroes, 
where they belonged. This breach of 
faith threw the whole campaign into 
confusion, disorder and denfworalization. 
The golden opportunity passed. Mr. 
Bryan went off into New England in 
the vain endeavor to win votes in the 
enemy’s country and my appeals for 
recognition and cooperation in order 
that we might win the doubtful states 
of the northwest and southwest passed 
unheeded. 

Mr. Howard was a candidate for con- 
gress that year making his appeal to 
the populists of the eighth district by 
claiming to be a radical 16 to 1 free 
silverite. Consequently Pussy-foot 
Bill had his mind not only on politics, 
but on national politics, and how he 
could forget that the twenty-seven 
votes which I received were given to 
me as a candidate for the vice presi- 
dency ts incomprehensible upon any 
other hypothesi{s than that he h ruin- 
ed his mind by some form of dope- 
taking. Fivery one of the electoral) 
votes which were-given to me for vice 
president were ven to Bryan for 
president; every man who voted for 
me in the electoral college voted for 
Bryan. Nor is it true that the race 
“was close.” McKinley received 271 
electoral votes, while Bryan recetved 
only 176. Therefore Bryan was short 
of success by more than $0 electoral 
votes. ; 

Promises to Show Up Howard. 

After incubating for three more 
weeks, Pussy-foot Bill leaves his post 
of duty while congress is in session 
and comes down to Georgia to make a 
‘lame defense of his treachery. It is 
only recently that I myself have 
learned how black that record is. But 
I know it now, and the people of this 
state shall ‘know it, and this half- 
Spaniard shall be shown up in his true 
colors. Another astonishing evidence 
of the mental wreck that he is can be 
seen in his reference to local affairs 
at Thomson, Ga. He says that John 
M. Barnés was an applicant for the 
position held by the negro, Henry 
Rucker; that I had promised Barnes 
to get him that position: that I broke 
my word, and that Barnes and I car- 
ried guns for each other on the streets 
of Thomson because of this breach 
of faith. If Mr. Barnes was ever an 
applicant for Rucker’s position. the 
fact never came to my knowledge. I 
certainly 414 not make a promise on 
that subject, nor did I ever break a 
promise to him or anybody else. 
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Pussy-foot Bill has certainly lost his 
wei we He doesn’t know what he is 
talking about. Probably he Was some- 
what Intoxicated while he was making 
his speech at Hartwell. In no other 
way is it possible for me to explain 
his astonishing lack of memory. 

There isn’t a single thing that I 
have to conceal about the John M. 
Barnes affair. The simple facts are 
these: When McKinley was elected, 
this personal friend of mine, Barnes, 
asked me to write a letter to the presi- 
dent, urging his appointment ag mar- 
shal of the federal district court. I 
did so. In no other instance did I 
make any request of President Mo- 
Kinley. There were peculiar and per- 
sonal reasons growing out of the inti-- 
macy of families and the mutuality of 
obligations which made it !tmpossible 
for me to deny the request for this let- 
ter. The appointment was made; and 
for many years Mr. Barnes was mar- 
shal under Judge Emory Speer. 

In the course of time, friction de- 
veloped between the marshal] and the 
judge. At Dublin, I believe, this {11- 
feeling came to a crisis and the re- 
sult of it was that Judge Speer went 
to Washington, laid the matter before 
President sevelt, and, by telegraph, 
the marshal was dismissed from his 
office. After the election ef 1904 was 
over, Mr. Barnes came to my house 
and requested me toe write a letter to 
Mr. Roosevelt {in his behalf. I did #0, 
Promptly, and with great pleasure. 

nh my judgment, r. Barnes had 
been badly treated. His father had 
been @ republican, from principle, at a 
time when it meant social ostracism. 
As a matter of fact, Judge Virgil M. 
Barnes had been virtually ostricised. 
But I myself had no narrow prejudice 
upon that subject, and I not only cul- 
tivated his acquaintance, but was an 
intimate friend of the family. Every 
member of it had to suffer more or less 
because of the rancorous feeling which 
then existed throughout the south 
e@gainst southern republicans. In 
spite of this, John M. Barnes, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of his father, con- 
tinued to be a consistent member co? 
that party. Consequently, it seemed 
to me that he deserved more at the 
hands of a republican president than an 
official like Emory Speer, who had only 
gone to the republican party when the 
democrats had cast him out. On this 
line, I wrote to President Roosevelt, 
and he answered, promising that at the 
first opportunity he would do some- 
thing for Mr. Barnes. 


Why Barnes Got Mad. 


There the matter rested until the 
winter of 1905-6, when we were in

letter from Mr. Barnes stating that he 
was an applicant for the position of 
postmaster at Thomson, Ga. He stated 
that my brother-in-law, George W. 
Usry, was also an applicant for the 
place, and he requested me to be 
neutral in the matter. In reply, I 
eave him my’ promise to be - so. 
Shortly afterwards came a letter from 
my sister, Mrs. Belle W. Usry, stating 
that she was an applicant for the po- 
sition. In response, I wrote her that 
I had promised to be neutral in the 
matter, and that I could not afford for 
my sister to hold an office under the 
republican administration. To convince 
her that my declination to support her 
in this instance was not due to a lack 
of brotherly affection, I offered her 
something else, at my own expense. 
She was perfectly satisfied, and wrote 
me to that effect. <A few days later, I 
received another letter from Mr. Barnes 
requesting me té take an active part 
in securing his appointment to the 
postoffice. In reply, I explained to 
him how I had had to decline to help 
my sister get the place, and that hav- 
ing refused to help my own sister, it 
would be impossible for me to help 
anybody else. Supposing that al! con- 
cerned would see that my position was 
fair and honorable, I returned from 
Florida without the knowledge that 
there had been any criticism of my 
course. To my utter astonishment, it 
s00n came to my ears that Mr. Barnes 
Was accusing 
senatorial confirmation of his nomina- 
tion. This was the cause of the feud 
that developed between us. It and no 
connection whatever with Henry Ruck- 
er, nor with the position of the collec- 
torship of internal revenue. Pussy- 
foot Bill has got the whole thing 
wrong, just as he did the campaign 
of 1896. Later on, Mr. Barnes discov- 
ered that it was Senator Clay who was 
holding up his appointment, and that I 
had nothing whatever to do with it. 
Why it was that Senator Clay took this 
action in the premises is a matter 
which, on account of the feelings of 
others, I feel a delicacy in explaining. 
Mr. Barnes knows now, perfectly well, 
that he made a mistake Us to the cause 
of the hold-up of his appointment, and 
he had the manliness to write to me to 
that effect. 
Az Infamous Effort. 

It is perfectly infamous for Bill 
Howard to try to stir up in our own 
community a feud which every right- 
thinking citizen is glad to consign to 
the past. 

Now, coming back on to Bill Howard 
himself. He is the man who is run- 
ning for office, not I He is the man 
who must stand or fall upon his own 
record. Enough of his cunning is left 
for him to see how well it would be 
for him if he could divert the attention 
of the indignant voters of his own dis- 
trict from his own foul record, and 
have them fix it upon me. But he shall 
not succeed in that effort. He shall 
meet the issue. He made his bed, and 
he shall lie upon it. 

How cowardly it was for him to try 
to screen himself behind the memory 
of Henry Grady.

Why it is that Pussy-foot 
Bill has never done anything, since 
his illustrious brother-in-law, to the 
grief of the whole nation, departed 
this life? 


Miserable TPrattor. 


Miserable traitor! Did he not write 
to McCall two or three years ago that 
“a bird in the hand is worth two in 
the .bush?”’ That white citizen of 
Atlanta was trying to get Rucker’s 
place. He had secured the indorse- 
ment of Senator Clay, of several con- 
gressmen from Georgia, and of some 
of the best business men of Atlanta.

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COTTON WAS QUIET; | 
CLOSED AT DECLINE 


Fluctuations During Day Were 
Irregular Within Narrow 
ge---Spot Quiet. 


New York, May 4.—The cotton mar- 
ket was quiet today and fluctuations 
‘wére irregular within a comparatively 
narrow range. The close was steady 
at a net decline of 2@5 points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 4 
points, in response to higher cables 
than expected, unfavorable private 
crop advices, covering of shorts and a 
scattering demand, based upon the dry 
weather complaints from the south, or 
upon the reports of pending shipments 
from the local stock. But there was 
no general buying and at the eatly 
advance there seemed to be some sell- 
ing of May. and July by spot houses 
which was supposed to be against pur- 
chases of cotton in the south for ship- 
ment here for delivery on contract, un- 
der which the market eased off during 
the middle of the morning. Around 
14.85 for May and 12.70 for October 
there was a renew‘al of bull support, 
which rallied prices from a net loss 
from about 1 to 4 points to practically 
the closing figures of yesterday, but 
the bull leaders showed no disposition 
to force further improvement, and in 
the late trading the market eased off 
again under scattered selling by local 
longs in the absence of sustaining or- 
ders. Last prices were at the lowest 
point of the day, although the official 
tone at the close was steady. Numerous 

rivate reports were received during 

he day, claiming an unfavorable start 

for the crop in central and western 
sections of the belt, where the ground 
is said to be hard and dry for germi- 
nating the seed, with conditions par- 
ticularly unfavorable in sections where 
replanting was rendered necessary by 
the recent cold snap. 

Today's weather map showed more 
seasonable temperatures, but very lit- 
tle precipitation. Another private esti- 
mate places the probable increase in 
area at 2.3 per cent. Southern spot 
markets officially reported early were 
generally unchanged. 

Receipts at the ports today 56,146, 
against 12,329 last week and 28,356 last 
year. For the week 70,000 bales, 
against 68,166 last week and 115,096 
last year. Today’s receipts at New 
Orleans 1,966 bales, against 11,710 last 
year.

Trading was wholly pro- 
fessional in character. 

The weather forecast of unsettled 
weather for the western half of the 
cotton belt, and reports that rain was 
falling in northwest Texas, were bear- 
ist features, but were not taken ad- 
vantage of by the shorts, who were 
rather mpressed with telegrams from 
New York, which stated that the lead- 
ing bulls were not pressing for sale 
the cotton they have received on May 
contracts. During the morning the ex- 
treme range of prices of the most ac- 
tive months was only over 6 and 6 
points. At noon the market was quiet 
and steady, with prices 1 point above 
to 1 point below the leve lof yester- 
day’s closing.

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STOCK MARKET BETTER; 
SHOWED MORE STRENGTH 


Liquidation Was Not Pressed 
on Advance as Has Been 
Done of Late. 


New York, May 4.—The professional 
trading element in the stock market 
was inclined to look with suspicion 
on the manifestation of strength to- 
day, owing to the persistence with 
which liquidation has been pressed on 
similar advances lately, especially yes- 
terday. Névertheless the day's devel- 
opments were important in the direc- 
tion of real relief from some of the 
factions that have borne mostly heav- 
ily on the financial situation of late. 
Foremost place in these developmencs 
is taken by the resumption of toreign 
demand for bond issues. The day's 
rumors on that subject were varied 
and embraced a wide assortment of 
reported sales in Paris, London and 
Berlin. While none of these were of- 
fically verified, the corroborative in- 
dications were sufficient to warrant 
the assumption that large transactions 
were being consummated in the inter- 
national markets. The most clearly 
defined reports pointed to New York 
City revenue werrants, St. Paul and 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St 
Louis bonds and in vaguer terms, 
other railroad bond issues. Estimates 
of the amount of these sales ran from 
$50,000,000 to upwards of $100,000,000. 
The break in the foreign exchange 
market which threw that division in- 
to condition of demoralization offered 
the corroboration of these rumors. 

The reopening of this source of sup- 
ply for American capital requirements 
constitutes a relief of local importance 
for the condition in the American 
market which has thrown the bond 
market into a lethargic state and halt- 
ed. the progress of the plens for im- 
provement and extension. The dislo- 
cation in the foreign trade: situation 
at the present time, owing to the ab- 
normal balance of merchandise im- 
ports, adds to the importence of this 
relief. 

The London money market gave evi- 
dence today that the period of strain 
in that market is definitely over. The 
arrival in London of last week's fi- 
nal and heaviest gold shipment from 
New York coincide with the decisive 
decline in money rates. The actual 
carrying through of the deferred tax 
payments in London remains to be 
made, but evidently no further anxiety 
is felt as to the entire sufficiency of 
the resources to effect this transaction 
Sales’ of bonds abroad involves, of 
course, a permanent addition t the pe- 
riodical remittances that have to be 
in interest payments, but this 
consideration is overweighed by the 
evident ability to employ additional 
capital on advantageous terms in do- 
mestic enterprise, with the plain indi- 
cation offered by the bond market of 
) scarcity of such capital available in 
our own market. The funding of the 
country’s indebtedness on account of 
commercial balances into mortgage 
loans operates to afford relief from 
the demands of the money market 
to meet these maturities. 

The new turn in the bond market 
obscured the topics which have been 
weighing on stocks. Reports of fur- 
ther curtailment of iron production 
were received and uneasiness over the 
copper trade situation was unabated. 
There is anxiety over the showing to 
be made by the coming government 
crop report. The resisting power of 
stocks to any remaining factors of 
depression was proof against bear at- 
tack and the gains of the day were 
held almost entire.

Before a Vast Audience. in 
London, the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society Presents a Gold 


Medal to Peary and a Silver 


Medai to Bartlett. 


London, May 4-—Before a vast audi- 
ence which filled the Royal Albert hall, 
the Royal Geographical Society tonight 
presented Commander Robert E. 
Peary with the special gold medal of 
the society and, through its president, 
weleomed the American explorer as 
“the first and only human being who 
ever led a party of his fellow- 
creatures to a pole of the earth.” A 
silver replica of the medal was pre- 
sented to Captain Robert A. Bartlett, 
who commanded the steamer Roose- 
velt and who accompanied Peary to 
the last camp before the dash to the 
pole. 

Two Explorers Enter: 

When the two explorers entered the 
hall, accompanied by Major Leonard 
Darwin, president of the society, the 
great audience accorded them a re- 
ception befitting national heroes. 
President Darwin introduced Com- 
mander Peary and declared, amid a 
storm of cheers, as the representative 
of the Royal Geographical Society and 
armed with full authority from its 
council, he welcomed the commander 
ase the only man who had led a party 
to the pole. 

Commander Peary prefaced his lec- 
ture with a tribute to the British arc- 
tic explorers who for centuries had 
made such splendid efforts to reach 
the pole and who had paved the way 
for those coming after. The lecture 
was enthusiastically received. 

Sir George Nares and Sir Lewis 
Beaumont paid a warm tribute to the 
commander on the courage and self- 
sacrifice he had displayed and heartily 
congratulated him on his great 
achievement. Captain Scott spoke of 
the debt present-day explorers owe to 
the American. 

Presenting the Medal. 

In presenting the medal President 
Darwin said: 

“America may well 
own Peary as a citizen.” 
mander Peary knd Captain 
returned thanks briefiv. 

The medal. which was designed by 
Mrs. Scott, wife of Captain Robert F. 
Scott. bears on the obverse side the 
portrait in profile of Peary, with his 
name around the edge. 

The reverse side is a representation 
of the American eagle with wings out- 
stretched soaring over the polar re- 
gions. 

The inscription reads: 

“Presented ‘by the Royal Geographi- 

eal Society for Arctice explorations, 
1886-1909.” 
“The audience included many distin- 
guished explorers, travelers and scien- 
tists, the American ambassador, White- 
law Reid, Consul General Griffiths, 
members of the embassy and several 
foreign diplomats.

A Swipe at Bryan. 

“Now, 1 do not like to be invidious 
in my remarks, or to quote what may 
have been a misquotation, but I did 
hear or see a criticism of one appoint- 
ment on the ground, as I understand 
it, that the appointee was not an im- 
placable fee of wealth and corporations. 
I think perhaps that criticism has 
misunderstood and that the utterer of 
it did not intend to give it the meaning 
that thus stated it seems to have. 

“I believe that all, democrats and re- 
publicans, and republicans and insurg- 
ents, who are patriotic citizens—and 
we all are that—are in favor of hav- 
ing upon that beneh men who are foes 
of nothing but what is wrong and are 
in favor of equal justice to everyone, 
whether that be an organization of 
men doing business under the law and 
using the instrumentality of a» cor- 
poration to promote the industries of 
the country, or be the humblest citizen 
struggling with his hand to earn a 
livelihood for his family. 

“I do not mean to say that men by their 
habits of life may not acquire a bent 
or a prejudice in one direction or an- 
other, and that it is not wise to select 
for the highest tribunal men who have 
no such a bent and who have not in 
their make-up the danger of prejudice 
to one interest or against another. 
But I do mean to say that there is 
in the public journals, and in what I 
may call the cant of the demogogues, 
a disposition to charge that kind of a 
bent in favor of corporate wealth and 
corporate greed and corporate mo- 
nopoly when there is no justice at 
charge at all. 

Assumption of Peculiar Honesty. 

“This assumption of peculiar hon- 
esty manifested by class declaration 
and the stirring up of class spirit is 
something that ought to be deprecated 
in our republic or else it will lead to 
great danger. We ought to take up 
the discussion of public questions and 
discuss their effect with judicial calm- 
nes and not have our minds diverted 
by charges of prejudice and corrupt 
motives—-I say charges utterly unsup- 
ported by evidence or caim considera- 
tion. 

“And, so my friends, I have taken up 
more than my allotted two minutes. 
(Cries of “go on.) No, all I am ap- 
pealing for is justice and a square 
deal—not especially for myself, for in- 
deed I1@m in a position where I can 
get along better than some of the rest 
without it, but I am appealing for 
justice in dealing with all classes. 

‘IT said all classes. Of course, pfrac- 
tically it is pretty hard to give it. 
To our socialist friends, who are en- 
gaged in decrying our present institu- 
tions, I could furnish a good deal bet- 
ter ground for their complaints than 
they give themselves. I have talked 
this before, and it is not a new theme 
with me. 

Delays of the Courts. 

“I think if they were to object to 
our administration of justice and the 
delays in it, arising from the tradi- 
tional methods pursued in courts, by 
which the man with the longest purse 
has the advantage because the litiga- 
tion is drawn out, they would be get- 
ting, as the children say, ‘pretty 
warm’ in reaching a subject that will 


a>. 


bear dull discussion and upon which 
we shall have to have very decided 
reform. i 

“We hdve got to arrange it so that 
cases are decided promptly. It am 
bound to say that the United States 
courts are not models in this regard, 
but all courts may be reformed in 
this regard. What is driving you 
merchants out of courts into arbitra- 
tion? It ig the cost of litigation. Now, 
we ought to have courts that can dis- 
pose of the business promptly and end 
litigation, and I speak as a lawyer 
and I speak as‘a judge, and therefore 
I speak with confidence, because I 
know what I am talking about. I 
feel much more at home on this sub- 
ject than I do in discussing agricul- 
tural subjects with farmers. 

Government and the Mississippi. 

“I would be lacking in gratitude and 
courtesy if I @id not say how much I 
am indebted to this business men’s 
league of St. Louis, both for the hos- 
pitable reception and for a most in- 
teresting and instructive trip down the 
Mississippi river. I learned a great 
deal in that trip,-and I learned a great 
deal about the Mississippi river and 
the possibilities of making it a great 
stream for the transportation of com- 
merce. I learned, too, that the gov- 
ernment had done a great deal on that 
stream and that the engineers had ac- 
quired a great deal of fhformation 
with reference to the economical ex- 
pediture of money to make it a great 
highway of commerce, and it is com- 
ing—it may not come, gentlemen, with 
the speed that you hope for. It is not 
coming next year, or the year after, 
but it is working along so that in 
time you can get any depth of water 
you choose.” 

Earlier in the day’ the president had 
made a little speech on the Panama 
canal at a banquet of the Commercial 
Club and had addressed the Farmers’ 
Union in the Coliseum on the subject 
of conservation.

After the Business Men's Club lunch- 
eon the president visited both of the 
big league baseball games that were 
being played here this afternoon.

OF DR, HICKMAN 


Negro Mathis Is Con- 
victed But He Will 
Not Be Hanged. — 


Augusta, Ga., May 4.—John Mathis, 
the negro accused of the murder of 
Dr W. C. Hickman, was today found 
guilty as indicted. The jury, how- 
ever, brought in a recommendation to 
mercy. Under Georgia law this in- 
sured a sentence for life and such 
sentence was proneunced. 

The assassination of Dr Hickman 
has ben a sensation here for months. 
He was one of the most. prominent 
citizens here and a practicing physici- 
anan of note. He cailed at the home 
of his brother, in Summerville, on 
February 2, at night.

With this clue to guide them 
the police threw a complete chain of 
circumstantial evidence about Mathis. 

During the trial the.court gave to 
the accused as counsel exCongress- 
man W. H,. Fleming and A, L. Frank- 
lin, a weH Known criminal lawyer. 

Those attorneys by evidence in 
which no name was mentioned, set it 
up that “a man” was seen to leave the 
scene of the murder the night of the 
assassination. Counsel held that this 
personage was the murderer. In this

Discussed by Commis- 
sioners of Georgia. 


Convention Now. in Session at 
Athens Best Ever Held in the 
State---Better Buildings and ° 
Higher Standard of Teaching 


Advocated. 


Athens, Ga., May 4.—(S8pecial.)—-With 
an attendance of over 120 school com- 
missioners from many counties of the 
state, and with about fifty prominent 
educators of the state in attendance to 
confer with the commissioners, tha 
convention of the school commission- 
era of Georgia has made wonderful! 
progress during Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, and when the convention is con- 
eluded Thursday afternoon it will 
have been the best ever held in the 
state, both from the standpoint of at- 
tendance and the practical benefits io 
the state's education. 

At Tuesday morning's meeting, Gov- 
ernor Brown was unable to attend, but 
@peeches were made by Dean Charles 
M. Snelling, in behalf of the city and 
the University of Georgia, and Commis- 
sioner Fitzpatrick, of Twiggs, respond- 
fin@ for the convention. 

Discusses Vital Problems. 

State Schoo] Commissioner Jere M. 
Pound delivered an address in which 
he outlined the purposes of the meet- 
ing here and the improvementg to be 
discussed. Better buildings and better 
faculty and better agricultural educa- 
tion were the main topics, and the 
convention has made good headway 
with all of these problems. Dr. Soule, 
of the State Agricultural college, also 
made a brief talk along the same lines. 

In the afternoon the corn clubs were 
the main topic, and the reports of Pro- 
fessor Early, who has headed this 
movement, show that over forty-five 
counties of Georgia are actively inter- 
ested in this movement, which tends 
G@irectly to better agricultural educa- 
tion of the state. Thirty counties have 
Organized boys and giris’ clubs, while 
fifteen have prize contests already un- 
Ger way. Over 4,000 boys and girls 
of the state have engaged in this work.

THE MIDDLEMAN AND THE PRODUCER. 


Curbing the power of the man who stands between the producer 
and the consumer, supplied the theme for an entire session the other 
day at the Farmers’ Union conference in St. Louis. 

Virtually every speaker, beginning with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson and closing with B. F. Yoakum, one of the most pro- 
gressive of American railroad men, insisted that limiting the almost 
absolute tyranny of the commercial go-between would benefit both 
producer and consumer, and make a successful attack upon the eky- 
scraping cost of living. 

There is crystallized wisdom in such reasoning. 

Apparently, there must alwayg be markets and middlemen 
in the great scheme of production and distribution. It has been so 
since the beginning of time, and the necessity intensifies as our civ- 
ilization thickens and we are called upon to feed and clothe more 
people in places farther separated. : 

Under the system now prevailing, however, both producer and 
consumer are almost wholly at the mercy or whim of the man be- 
tween. , 

The beef trus@for instance, can juggle prices at its own sweet 
will, mulcting the cattle-raiser and the head of the family with equal 
blitheness. 

And that is only an illustration. It applies, with modifications 
and enlargements, through the entire gamut of commerce in this and 
other countries. ) 

The middleman should be the AGENT or SERVANT and not 
the MASTER of society. And at present, he has about as com- 
plete mastery of the trade processes of society as any theoretic des- 
pot could desire. From the time the products come from the soil, 
until they rest upon dinner tables or in stocks, it is the middleman 
who dominates. 

Such a situation is neither righteous nor desirable. For nor- 
mai and valuable services, the men who operate the world’s markets 
and channels of distribution should be duly compensated. 

But compensation does-not mean opportunity and invitation to 
practice extortion—and that comes perilously near being the status 
at the present stage. : 

America is increasingly sensing this fundamental fact. That 
realization is back of a crusade to curb the proverbial middleman, 
and it will never cease until it has brought him within his proper 
relation to society.

KNOWING THE PEOPLE’S WILL. 


Commenting upon the administration’s railroad bill in the sen-

As a matter of accuracy, the remarkable 
influence of Roosevelt upon legislation, no less than his popularity 
maintained to the present day, was and is due to a marvelous faculty 
oi faithfully sensing the status of the public mind. 

Analysis of every outstanding leader in history will demonstrate 
that he possessed the knack of fathoming the popular will, coupled 
with the ability to unobtrusively mold or re-direct it into achieving 
channels. ) 

It has been established unmistakably by political developments 
in this country that voters will tolerate a certain extent of hectoring 
by their leaders, and a measure of unpalatable advice, if first the 
leader has given pledges of fitness by exhibiting knowledge of and 
fidelity to the general welfare. | 

This is wherein Roosevelt—all successful politicians, for that 
matter—excels. Mr. Taft has chiefly fallen on grief, because he has 
been slow to develop the faculty. ; 

The shortcoming is more embarrassing in the current instance 
for the reason that the republican party, shrewd enough to embody 
nationally demanded reforms in its platform, lacked shrewdness when 
it came to reading the irrevocable public determination with regard 
tc the enactment of those reforms. . 

Massachusetts and New York’ have been giving the dominant 
party food for reflection in this direction. The only question is: fs 
not a tardy and halting recognition of the fixity of public sentiment 
too belated to forestall the coming storm ? 
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186 MILES THROUGH THE AIR. 


What with the “insurgents,” the retirement of Aldrich and 
Hale, the impending of Roosevelt and the approach of the legis- 
lature, we are apt to lose sight of the monumental feat of Louis 
Paulhan, the French aviator, in making a straight cross-country 
flight from London to Manchester, England, a distance of 186 miles. 

Paulhan was awarded a prize of $50,000, offered by North- 
cliffe for his successful flight. Apart from the satisfaction to his 
individual feelings, and the needed augmentation of his bank ac- 
count, that is really the smallest part. 

Men have been navigating the air in heavier-than-air machines 
for only a relatively short interval. The initiative of the Wright 
brothers set the world buzzing. The later and more spectacular 
achievements over the field at Rheims, and in our own country, 
radically outclassed the performances of the industrious Ohioans. 

And now comes Paulhan, most daring and skillful of them all, 
with a new record that again fastens serious thought upon the 
encroaching possibilities of commercial aviation, not to enumerate 
the more sinister phases of the aeroplane in war. 

Skeptics in both these directions used to contend that so long 
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that as long as the paramount element was that of uncertainty, we 
need not bother our wits with conjecture regarding rights over the 
air-lanes, and fears of some morning waking yp to see a hostile fleet 
hovering over our sky-scrapers.

Jones County Jail Empty 


When Posse Arrives. 


‘Former Senator From Illinois Two Negro Churches and a’ Highly Protected Steel Plant, 


Lodge Room Burned---Flames 
Spread to Private Property. 
Mob Wanted Four Negroes 
Charged With Assault. 


Macon, Ga., May 4.—At Grays sta- 
tion, the county seat of Jones county, 
12 miles from Macon, last night a mob 
was formed for the purpose ot lynch- 
ing four negroes who had been in jail 
for some time, and who were cnarged 
with assault with intent to murder. 
But when the mob arrived at the jail 
they found every door of the building 
open and all the cells empty. 

The mob proceeded to set fire to 
two negro churches and a big wooden 
building used by negroes for lodge 
meetings. The building was com- 
pletely burned and during the fire the 
residence of E. H. Bonner ordinary of 
the county, caught fire, and it was 
only by the barest chance that it 
escaped destruction. 

The negroes are in jail in Macon. 

Race toe Save Blacks. 

Brown House, Macon, Ga., May 4.— 
(Special.)—Sheriff John Brooks, of 
Jones county, had a race to save the 
lives of the four prisoners who occu- 
pied cells in the county jail at Grays 
when he received information’ that 
a lynching was to occur in which a 
negro named George Clarke was to pay 
the penalty for, having killed L. 5S. 
Mitchell last week near Wayside. 
Clarke was captured yesterday and 
placed in jail. As soon as the infor- 
mation was spread, the community for 
miles grew into a fever of excitement 
and the matter reached the ears of 
Sheriff Brooks just at dusk. 

With arrangements made, he hauled 
up an automobile and safely strung 
his four prisoners together, two al- 
leged murders, and two other prison- 
ers charged with crimes less serious, 
and soon had them on the way to 
Macon. The second of the murderers 
had ben tried and condemned to hang 
for his crime, but Clarke had just 
been placed in jail. 

As the sheriff was making his way 
rapidly through the fine moonlight of 
the night towards Macon, a mob of 
several hundred persons gathered and 
marched steadily on the jail. Without 
faltering, they demanded admission. 
resistance was offered and at the sher- 
iff’s instructions leaders were allowed 
to go In and make a thorough search. 


‘It was soon evident that the mob had 


been baffled. 

Not satisfied, however, with the dis- 
appointment, the angered citizens set 
fire to two colored churches and the 
negro school building and all three 
were completely destroyed. No of- 
fender has been arrested today, but the 
four prisoners occupy cells: now in 
Bibb county jail. Their lives are to 
be credited to the sheriff's prompt ac- 
tion. Those who burned the buildings 
may be hunted to be punished.

Government Report on 


Grown Rich on Government 
Contracts, Works Men 12 
Hours a Day for 7 Days in 
Week and Pays 12 Cents Hour 


Washington, May 4.—The report of 
the bureau of labor upon the condi- 
tions at the Bethlehem Steel Works, of 
South Bethlehem, Pa., which was sub- 
mitted to the senate today, s&ys that 
2,322 men worked twelve hours a day 
for seven days a week, a large per- 
centage of these laborers éarning only 
12% cents an hour. 

“While a very considerable percent- 
age of the force had a regular working 
day of twelve hours for the entire 
seven days a week, a large part of the 
skilled workmen had approximately a. 
10%-hour-day for six days of the 
week,” according to a summary of the 
report which was prepared by the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. 

At High Pressure. 

The men with the shorter hours 
were, to a considerable extent, paid on 
a bonus system, which resulted in 
their speeding up, and they claimed 
that their work was carried on at 
such high pressure that overtime and 
Sunday work were an undue tax on 
their strength. 

The report adds that a large per- 
centage of the laborer working twelve 
hours a day seven days a week earned 
only 12% cents an hour. Those who 
worked for 12 cents and under 14 
cents in January numbered 2,640, or 
28.7 Der apent of the total number on 
the pay/roll, while 1,528, or 16.6 per 
cent received 14 cents, but under 16 
cents and hour. The total number 
shown as receiving less than 16 cents 
an hour (not including apprentices) 
numbered 4,221, or 46 per cent of the 
total number on the pay roll, while 
5,482, or 58.6 per cent, received less 
than 18 cents per hour. 

Causes of the Strike. 

Referring to the causes of the strike, 
the summary of the report prepared 
by the department says: 

“The strike at the Bethlehem Steel 
Works started February 4, 1910, when 
several hundred machinists struck 
against the discharge of three men 
who shortly before had served as a 
committee appointed to protest against, 
Sunday and overtime work. There 
were at that time no labor organiza- 
tions in the plant, and one of the ele- 
ments of interest in the strike is that 
it was a strike of unorganized work- 
men.” 

The investigation into the conditions 
at the plant was authorized by Secre- 


the request of the strikers, which was 
acquiesced in by the company. Com- 
missioner of Labor Neill sent three of 
his special agents to South Bethlehem, 
where they collected their data from 
the company. 

Many Government Centracts. 

It is said the steel works has a 
great amount of government work in 
its plant and the report of the bureau 
of labor agents has been awaited with 
much interest. In the meantime dele- 
gations from South Bethlehem have 
been in Washington several times 
making their representations to mem- 
bers of congress and finally to the 
president. 

The report of the bureau of labor on 
the subject was sent to the senate in 
response to a resolution by Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, calling for it.

Four years ago, after only one year 
of study with Mr. Arthur Don. he went 
abroad to work in the Academy Julien.

This seems 
truly marvellous, yet goes to show’ 
what success cun come to one whose 
great love of art is combined with 
the observant eye and an inherent 
feeling for the beautiful. None but 
the artist born could have acquired 
in so short a time the dexterity of 
handling which is necessary before 
even a modicum of success is achieved. 
Mr.. Silva spent two years in Paris, 
since which time he has exhibited in 
Boston, Washington, New York and a 
few southern cities, and at every point 
has his work been appreciated. 
Obviously, the accomplishment ofa 
man of such liberal gifts and such an 
unusual range of experience in the 
commercial world as well as in the 
realm of the aesthetic, must be of great 
interest, for his dexterous hand and 
clear-seeing eye must necessarily be 
guided by a mature and unprejudiced 


mind. 
The first impression gained from a 
giance at his work is a surprising one, 
ppears to be the work of several 
artists rather than of one man. In 
other words, there is a complete lack 
of mannerism, an unusual degree of 


self-effacement. “This man is no 
egoist, at any rate,” we exclaim. 

Mr. Silva’s explanation of this fea- 
ture is as follows: “The dealers al- 
ways tell you that there must be some 
atrong individual stamp on an artist's 
pictures, so that one can immedliate- 
ly say, ‘this is a Brown-Newman, or 
‘this is a Rugby-Marshall.’ For my 
part, I cannot feel that such a de- 
mand is reasonable or just. iL must 
paint each subject as the moral dic- 
tates and as the subject demands. I 
cannot in honesty stamp it with a 
mannerism. This may ove right for 
some artists, but it is not right for 
me.” This lack of affections—this 
integrity of method is one of Mr. 
Silva's greatest charms. 

It is striking to see a picture like 
“Pines and Palmettos,”’ with its faith- 
ful portrayal of the-intensely dry air 
of the sands, its clearly defined vege- 
tation against a breathless blue sky, 
by the side of a “Misty Moonlight,” 
with its heavily vaporous atmosphere— 
each the result of a fidelity of treat- 
ment which graphically depicts the in- 
dividual] character of two totally dif- 
ferent scenes. Several of the French 
eanvasses show a decidedly decorative 
quality, an effect quite poster-like in 
flatness. When questioned as to the 
reason for this particular method 
which strikes one at first in the man- 
ner of a surprise, Mr. Silva replied: 
“It seemed the method for that type 
of subject, simple in line and seen in 
in which few' details are 
visible. The natural method for 
handling seemed to be the flat, and so 
I uge it.” 

Who, in the face of such reasonable- 
ness, can say that an artist is without 
logic! , 

he Spanish paintings, many of 
them, are strikingly dramatic.

NAPIER KILLED. 
IN CUN BATTLE 


Will Deason Exonerated 
by Coroner’s Jury. 


Prominent Wilkerson County 
Planter Shot to Death Follow- 
ing Attack Upon Merchant 
With a Winchester --- Deason 
and His Brother Wounded. 


Milledgeville, Ga., May 4.—(Special.) 
As a result of a shooting scrape at 
sun-up this morning, Ed Napier, one 
of the most progressive farmers of 
Wilkinson county, was killed and Will 
Deason received a dangerous rifie 
wound through the abdomen and An- 
drew Deason was shot through the 
arm. 

It seems that there has been some 
feeling existing for some time, Napier 
claiming that his oats and corn were 
stolen by the hands on his place, and 
traded by them to Deason at the lat- 
ter’s store. 

The shooting occurred at Deason’s 
store about 1% miles from Napier’s 
home on the famous Black Lake 
plantation, which was formerly’ § the 
property of Dr. George Crawford and 
then going to his daughter, who is 
now the widow of Napier. 

Cause of Tragedy. 

It is reported that Napier went to 
Deason’s place this morning to get 
the negro, who he beHeved stole his 
oats, and who he claimed was being 
harbored and concealed by Deason, 
and as a result of this trip the shoot- 
ing resulted. 

Will Deason, the wounded man, 
made this statement: About sun-up he 
and others were between the store and 
mill when Napier came up and began 


cursing them about the oats and that 


Napier had a Winchester rifle in his 
hands. The Deasons moved toward 
the store and house and Napier 
dropped back to the mill house and 
fired at Deason as he was opening 
the store. It is 57 yards from the mill 
to the store and Deason claims he fired 
two shots with a shot gun at Napier, 
withows effect. He then retreated into 
the store and shut the door. Napler 
advanced and fired one shot into An- 
drew Deason’s arm, the Jatter claiming 
that he was trying to stop the row. 
Napier kicked open the store door, 
shooting Will Deason through the 
bowels from left to right, but Deason 
was close enough to Napier to strike 
him over the head twice and he 
claims that the blows from the pistol 
barrel turned Napier and that he then 
emptied his pistol into his back. 

All the wounds on Napier were in 
the back and on the back of the head. 
He was found about thirteen steps from 
the store door, face down. 

Mr. Napier has several brothers in 
Macon and his brother-in-law is Mr. 
George Crawford, of Birmingham. The 
verdict of the coroner’s jury was jus- 
tifiable homiside. - Will Deason will 
probably die.

North Carolina Senator Says 
Wickersham Is Showing Par- 
tiality for the Cotton Bears, 
and That His Action Is In- 
jurious to South. 


Washington, May 4-—In a speech 
delivered in the senate today Senator 
Simmons, of North Garolina, attacked 
the methods of the department of 
justice in the matter of its prosecu- 
tion of the cotton pool. He did not 
complain because of the suits but be- 
cause the cotton producers and spin- 
ners had been involved in the matter. 

Complaining of partiality in the en- 
forcement of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, Mr. Simmons declared that in un- 
dertaking to prosecute the bulls and 
mot the bears, the department had 
undertaken only a partial prosecution. 
He said that the proceeding amounted 
to a usurpation of authority. 

Bitter Complaint by Simmons. 

Senator Simmons made bitter com- 
plaint against a course which he said 
had had the effect of placing the real 
cotton men in the light of speculators 
when the efforts had been in exactly 
the opposite direction. 

“If the cotton spinners of the coun- 
try will cooperate in the same line 
which the cotton spinners of the south 
are pursuing, all the exchanges of the 
country, will be on a spot basis in- 
stead of a paper basis,” he said. He 
contended that contracts for future 
sales of,cotton should be for a real 
and not a sham delivery. | 

The attorney general's attitude to- 
ward the price of cotton was sharply 
criticised. He said that official had 
attacked prices not because of the 
pool but because he considered them 
a national evil. 

“He has the whole matter wrong: 
prices are not abnormally high,” said 
Mr Simmons, “they certainly are not 
above the level of prices fixed by the 
tariff and in the interest of monopoly.” 
Hie said there had been no protest from 
the attorney general when the bears 
had squeezed $15 out of the price of 
cotton.

HOWARD ACAIN 
SCORES TRIBBLE 


Campaign in Eighth 
Reaches White Heat. 


at Washington During Court 
Recess---Standing on His Rec- 
ord, He Declares Opponents 
Have Perverted Truth. 


Washington, Ga, May 4-—(Special ) 
The campaign for congressional hon- 
ors in the eighth district reached 
white heat here today when Congress- 
man Howerd delivered his second 
speech of his campaign, which was 


speech. Mr. Howard occupied in his 
address two hours’ intermission be- 
tween the morning and afternoon ses- 
sions of the superior court of Wilkes 
county and spoke to a crowd that 
literally filled to overflowing the 
large courthouse auditorium. 

While Mr. Howard was discussing 
the issues of the campaign, defending 
his political actions while in congress 
and answering the charges that have 
been repeatedly made against him both 
by Mr. Watson and by his opponent, 
Mr. Tribble, the latter gentleman was 
in Washington on the public square, 
but positively refused to go in the 
courthouse, where the crowd was yell- 
ing itself hoarse for Howard; neither 
would he consider any proposition of 
meeting his opponent face to face in a 
discussion of his charges against his 
opponent. Mr. Tribble has been in 
Wilkes county for several days, speak, 
ing in all the rural districts and will 
wind up his campaign here with an 
addressed at Rayle Thursday night. 

Replies to Tribble’s Charges. 

Mr. Howard stated that he had used 
his efforts to secure the removal of 
Pink Mortan, a negro, from the post- 
mastership of Athens, three years be- 
fore the matter was ever mentioned by 
Mr. Tribble, yet Mr. Tribble claimed the 
credit for the work in the face of the 
fact that the petition of Athens citi- 
zens to the president of the United 
States failed to have Mr. Tribble’s 
name affixed to it. In replying to his 
opponent's charge that he had favor- 
ed the retention of Rucker as head of 
the internal revenue office in Atlanta 
in order to perpetuate Dr. King (Mr. 
Howard’s father-f{n-law) in office, Mr. 
Howard stated that Mr. Tribble knew 
that such a statement was a perver- 
sion of the facts or else his ignorance 
of the workings of the civil service 
law' was colossal. Dr. King, he 
stated, was appointed to his office un- 
der Cleveland more than twenty years 
ago and that there was no change of 
political powers in the administration 
that could remove Dr. King or anyone 
else under the civil service law so long 
as they discharged the duties of their 
offices with efficiency. 

Voted Against Salary Increase. 

“Mr. Tribble charges that I voted 
for a raise in salary from $5,000 to 
$7,500," declared Mr. Howard. “He 
knows this to be a perversion of the 
truth when he makes it, for the Con- 
gressional Record will show on a yea 
and nay ovte on this measure that I 
stood against the raise in salary.” 

Replying to the charge that he had 
betrtyade the democratic party to New 
Engiand and stood for the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff measure, Mr. Howard went 
into a lengthy account of the Clarke 
and Fitzgerald motions regarding the 
adoption of rules governimg the first 
or extra session of the sixty-first con- 
gress. In every instance the six 
Georgia congressmen acted to cut off 
Joseph Cannon’s power, and had the 
democratic caucus secured from the 
thirty ‘insurgent republicans” a prom- 
ise to abide by the resolution of the 
six Georgia congressmen, Cannon 
could never have been electde speaker 
and his power would have been cut 
off in restricting legislation. 

‘In every charge that Tom Watson 
and Mr. Tribble have made against 
me,” Congressman Howard concluded, 
“they have perverted the truth and 
the records of my conduct. They have 
done so maliciously and I charge that 
any man who will pervert the truth in 
order to bring discredit against an- 
other’s honor is a dangerous man.”

The vast audience could scarce re-

as she herself says, “a pure Tosca” & 
magnificently, brave, beautiful, pas- 
sionate and pure woman.

TAFT SPEAKS 
TO THE FARMERS

His Address a Plea for 
Conservation. » 


nn eg Caused Laughter by 
Sa He, Was Only Man in 
Public Life Who Would Ad- 
mit Having No Farming Ex- 


St. Louls, May 4.—Addressing e joint 
méeting of the Farmers’ union and the 
people of St. Louis, at the Coliseum 
today, President Taft devoted himself 
to a technical discussion of conserva- 
tion. He declared the term covered 
a wide range of subjects. 

“But as concerns congress at this 
time,” he added, “conservation resolves 
itself into the necessity of passing at 
once the bill which will give to the 
executive unquestioned authority to 
withdraw lands for power sites and 
other purposes. With this power in the 
bands of the president of the United 
States we can sit comfortably by and 
discuss and devise the best means of 
disposing ef the great public domain 
to the benefit of present and future 
generations.” 

Taft Causes Laughter. 

The president called out laughter 
and applause from the agriculturists 
by. announcing that he was probably 
the only man in pubilo life in the 
country who would admit that he had 
never had any farming expérience. 

The first great subject of conserva- 
tion, he declared, had to do with hu- 
man life. In this connection, he again 
urged the establishment of a national 
bureau of health. 

The president spoke of the great 
strides that are being made in the 
fight against consumption and cancer, 
and teok the position that the govern- 
ment might well furnish money to pro- 
vide the means for combatting the 
disease and bring about the “mastery 
of the intellect over natural foes,” 

“any waterway improvement which 
is found worthy,” said the president, 
“should be put through as economical- 
ly and as quietly as possible. But 
a waterway bill ought not to consti- 
tute a pork barrel, or be passed for 
the purpose of sending somebody back 
to congress.”

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Asheville, N. C., 
delegates, lay and 
six bishops on the 
teenth quadrennial 
Methodist Episcopal 
opened here today. 

The main feature of the program 
today was the Episcopal address. This 
ag@ress is really the report of the 
house of bishops upon the condition 
of the church, together with such 
recommendations as the bishops may 
d@deem advisable. A committee on mor- 
@l and socia] reform was named in 
place of the one on temperance and a 
committees on general church relations 
in place of that on colportage. It was 
explained that these changes were in 
name only. 

Demands of Women Opposed. 

Bishop E. R. Hendrix, of Kansas City, 
in making the Episcopal address flatly 
opposed the demand of the women of 
the church for laymen’s rights and 
representation in conference. He said 
the demands were not “in harmony 
With the church’s idea of what was 
woman’s place in the church, in the 
home and in society.” The address 
complimented women for their devo- 
tion to the church. 

Bishop Hendrix's address stated that 
the Methodist denomination now num- 
berd two million souls, the 2d larg- 
est Protestant shurch in the world. 
it gave their gains in the last four 
years as 207,754. At present, over 
7,000 traveling and 4,000 local minis- 
ters are in service. The church prop- 
erty now owned is worth $75,000,000. 
Four million were spent for churches 
and parsonages during the last year. 

Bishops’ Veto Power Supported. 

The veto power in the bishops and 
their election for life were strongly 
Supported and any attempt to de- 
stroy their power or limit their du- 
ties was deprecated as a dangerous

A _ decided 
stand was taken against innovations 
in worship, such as silent invocation 
and chanting of the Lord’s prayer. 

The movement to remove the four- 
year time limit on preachers’ service in 
@ church was not approved. It would 
destroy the itinerant system upon 
which the church is based, according 
to the bishops. 

Cooperation and division of terri- 
tory with the northern Methodist 
church were indorsed. 

Five additional bishops were recom- 
mended. 

Standing Committees Organize. 

The afternoon was devoted to the 
meeting and organization of the va- 
rious standing committees. The Bat- 
terry Park hotel had set aside com- 
mittee rooms for them and their ses- 
sions lasted well into the evening. To- 
night, in the Auditorium, the formal 
welcome was extended to the confer- 
ence. Local ministers made the ad- 
@resses. There was music and im- 
promptu speeches by various dele- 
gates. Tomorrow will be devoted to 
the reports of committees. 

Bishop Wilson calied the conference 
to order, but it was nearly 10 o’clock 
before he rapped for order and the 
delegates were in their places. Bishop 
BK. E. Hoss, of Nashville, gave out the 
“opening hymn and Bishop Wilson. re- 
cited the Apostles’ Creed and offered 
the opening prayer. Bishops Key and 
Atkins read the Scriptures, followed 
by an invocation by Dr. Frank Rich- 
ardson. 

Seven Bishops in Attendance. 

All of the bishops of the conference, 
except Bishop Fitzgerald, are in at- 
tendance. These include Bishops Cand- 
ler, Hendrix, Wilson, Hoss, Morrison, 
Key and Atkins. Bishop Fitzgerald’s 
health is too feeble to permit him to 
make the journey to Asheville. 

Aside from the devotional exercises, 
which form a major portion of the 
conference sessions, the main feature 
of the program today was the episco- 
pal address. This address is really the 
report of the house of bishops upon 
the condition of the church, together 
with such recommendations as the 
bishops may deem advisable. It.is a 
composite address, to which all the 
bishops contribute. Bishop Morrison 
in his opening prayer, thanked God 
that “The hand of the Almighty had 
been with the Church in its fight 
against the evils of the land, the whis- 
yeey curse, the divorce evil, and the des- 
ecrgticn of the Sabbath.” 

Watkins Chosen Secretary. 

Rev. A. F. Watkins, of the Missis- 
ripp! conference, was chosen secretary 
ef-the general conference and a com- 
mijttee was named to provide rules and 
order of business. Pending the report

his absence from the other meetings 
at the same time would deprive fhem 
of a quorum. A special committee on 
the laymen’s missionary movement 
was named and then the different con- 
ferences named their members on the 
fourteen standing committees. 

Bishop E. R. Hendrix, of Kansas 
City, began the episcopal address at 
11:15. Its introduction, couched in 
the quaint phraseology of the olden 
days, struck the interest of the vast 
audience and held it breathless untli! 
the close. It was to the conference 
what a president’s message is to con- 
gress—an outline of what the execu- 
tive forces of the church desire in the 
way of laws from the legislative 
branch. 

Excerpts from Bishop Hendrix’s ad- 
dress follow: 

The Episcopal Address. 


“We are now laboring on all the 
continents, and in not less than 150 of 
the babbling tongues of earth ecu- 
menical Methodism is at once the John 
the Baptist and the Apostle Paul of 
Modern Christendom, seeking alike to 
prepare the way of the Lord and to 
build up in the faith as we spread 
Scriptural holiness over all theseJands. 
Our threatened pietism has become 
world-wide evangelism. Nor has there 
ever appeared a more signal proof of 
the vitality of our American Method- 
ism in all history than when the com- 
bined Methodist laymen of the United 
States and Canada, during the past 
year. pledged themselves to become re- 
sponsible for the evangelizing of more 
than 200,000,000 souls, or more than 
one-fifth of the remaining unevange- 
lized billion of the pagan and Mo- 
hammedan world. 


Second Largest Church, 


“Now, as the second largest Metho- 
dist church tn the world and the third 
larmest Protestant church in America, 
we assemble in our sixteenth general 
conference at the close of the most 
peaceful and prosperous quadrennium 
in the history fo the Methodist Epis- 
ecopal. Church, South. Every year of 
the quadrennium has been marked by 
a net. increase in the whole quadren- 
nium when we met’in Dallas eight 
years ago. Our net increase during 
the past four years in members alone 
is 207,784, an increase larger than the 
whole membership of all save a very 
few churches in the United States. This 
net increase ts more than half our en- 
tire gain during the last decade. Our 
present membership, not including our 
11.670 traveling and local preachers, is 
1.822.402, which its nearly 500.000 more 
than all the Methodists on the conti- 
nents of Europe and Australia. To in- 
crease our census to more than 2,056,- 
000, we need only add, and justly, the 
233,911 members of the colored Metho- 
dist church. in whose behalf we levis- 
late and give as in the 40 years of 
their separate history since we set 
them apart. Their steadfast friends 
and counselors, charged in no small 
measure with the responsibility fdr 
their success, we rejoice no less in 
their prosperity than in our own, and 
our constant prayer and hope is to see 
them increasinely effective as a great 
missionary force, both in this country 
and in Africa. 


Material Progress. 


“It is interesting to note that in the 
66 years of our separate existence as 
an integPal part of American Method- 
ism, although much of our territory 
was the scene of the greatest civil 
war in history, at whose beginning the 
south was accredited with 30 per cent 
of the wealth of the country and at 
its- close with only 8 per cent. the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
after deducting all indebtedness, has 
now not lees than $75,000.000 in prop- 
erty, including churches, parsonages, 
schools, orphanages. hospitals, pub- 
lishing houses, endowments and loan 
funds. There is annua'ly a aotable -in- 
crease ir. the amount given for the 
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ference claimants, amounting during 
the last year to $4,778,897, an increase 
over the previous. year of $371,782. 
There was paid last year some $4,000,- 
000 for churches and parsonages alone, 
until now we have 16,2389 churcheg and 
4,925 parsonages, for many of which 
latter we are indebted to the women 
of the Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety. Now, after giving $9,000,000 an- 
nually for church equipment at home 
and for ministerial support, it is fit- 
ting that we should give in millions 
for education and church extension 
and missions. 


Work of Mission Soctety. 


“The Woman’s Home Mission Society 
is enjoying great prosperity, having 
raised for connectional work during the 
quadrennium $622,279, being nearly 
twice the amount raised the previous 
four years, and for all purposes 
$1,707,155. They still liberally aid in 
parsonage building, building or repair- 
ing during the quadrenium 747 by the 
gift of $87.470, and making loans of 
$32,700 to 61 others. They now have 
twelve schools, 29 industrial schools, 
and 58 deaconesses. They have 28 or- 
ganized city misgion boards, and em- 
ploy 63 trained workers and 318 vol- 
unteers. During the quadrennium they 
have expended for this latter work 
$136,345. They have long set us the 
example of great diligence and suc- 
cess, and have greatly aided in local 
work as well. 

‘Methodism has always been strong- 
est in the south from the days of As- 
bury and McKendree, and here was 
the field of their great labors.” 

Work Among Negroes. 

In discussing the work of the church 
among negroes the address says: 

“No church has better understood or 
been more successful in its work for 
the negro than has ours, until now the 
more thoughtful] men of the nation are 
turning to us for comfort, and the ne¢ 
gro himself for leadership. We have 
maintained the most cordial relations 
with our contingent of negro Metho- 
dists so long organically connected 
with us, and who since their separation 
have grown from less than 20,000 in 1870 
to 233.000 in 1910, with more than 
$3,000,000 in chureh property, aside 
from their schools and colleges. Their 
growth during the sixteen years cover- 
ed by the last census was 33.7 per cent, 
while the growth of the African Metho- 
dist Episcopal church (the largest body 
of negro Methodists) was 9.3 per cent. 
For 25 years their oldest colleges which 
we helped to found and maintain have 
done much toward recruiting their min- 
istry with worthy leaders. They lack 
what is all-important to their best de-

ary passion. They are now being 
moved with a deepening desire to obey 
the great commission. How shall we, 
their spiritual fathers and trusted lead- 
ers, help them to find themselves in 
this new age? Under the leadership 
of men like Bishops Andrew and Cap- 
ers and Paine, a single annual con- 
ference was known to raise each year 
as much as $25,000 for missionary work 
and among the negroes. Robert Paine, 
as 6ariy as in 1823, offered himself as 
& missionary to Africa, asking to be 
accompanied by selected companions 
from among the negro preachers of the 
south That spirit gave us more than 
200,000 converts among the negroes in 
this country before the civil war—the 
largest returns from missionary work 
among the heathen then known in his- 
tory. Their songs and prayers safe- 
fuarded many a plantation home in the 
darkest days of fratricidal strife. 


“We owe them no less a debt of 
gratitude than they owe us, for we 
were ‘companions in the sorrowful 
way. Methodism has never fairly 
faced Mohammedanism, the most for- 
midable foe of Christianity. Africa is 
now becoming the great field of the 
propagandists of the religion of the 
false prophet. The battlefield of the 
twentieth century is the Dark Con- 
tinent. Shall Ethiopia in vain stretch 
out her hands unto God, and our great 
Methodism, more in sympathy with the 
negro than any other and better cap- 
able to insptring and directing his 
labors, have no part in the conquest 
of the Dark Continent’ for our Lord? 
Is not the force actually preparing 
for our leadership, as when young 
Paine longed to go out to battle? 
May we not hope and pray that the 
greatest chapter in the history of mis- 
sions shall be this yet unwritten chap- 
ter which the hand of God shall write 
in Africa as He leads our awakened 
ministers and laymen to their gracious 
and glorious open door of oppor- 
tunity?”
